NEW VESSELS NEEDED—A strong drive 
is to be opened by the government next year for 
new shipbuilding funds. There will be special 
emphasis on the need for dry cargo ship replace- 
ments. Maritime Administrator Morse points out 
that 85 per cent of the dry cargo fleet will be 
obsolete in a few years. His agency, using a carry- 
over of about $110 million, will contract for at 
least 20 ships this year. Fourteen are to be dry 
cargo replacements. 


BDSA CHANGES CALLS—Executives from 
transportation and other industry fields are not 
to direct Business and Defense Services Admin- 
istration divisions any more. The Commerce De- 
partment agency intends to forestall any new 
conflict-of-interest complaints by Congress. How- 
ever, BDSA will ask industry officials to serve as 
consultants. The agency also will train younger 
executives who can assist the government in 
future emergencies. 


DEMURRAGE INCREASE GRANTED— 
Advances in rail demurrage charges have been 
granted by the ICC. Shippers can be charged $4 
a day per car for the first four days after free 
time ends, and $8 a day afterward. But increases 
are not to reach the $10-a-day maximum desired 
by the carriers. The ICC also approved counting 
of Saturdays, Sundays, and holidays in computing 
fees after a car is held four working days, or two 
days after free time ends. 


PLAN ICC LAW REVISION — Congres- 
sional action early in June favored revision of 
an annotation of the laws the ICC manages. The 
Senate cleared for the House a bill to allow revi- 
sion, as an aid to the government and to ICC prac- 
titioners. The ICC plans to reduce the annotation 
from its present 16 volumes to 10 or 11. It is 
budgeting to prepare four volumes in each of the 
next two years and complete the job in the fol- 
lowing year. 


MOTOR CARRIER ACT STUDY—Another 
study of ICC Administration of the Motor Carrier 
Act may be shaping up on Capitol Hill. The Senate 
Small Business Committee, after such a study, re- 
ported its findings in March, 1956. “Hundreds of 
small carriers and skippers have suggested cases 
of inequity since then, says the group. These com- 
plaints, plus results of a survey of motor carrier 
consolidations, may bring on a new committee 
study. 
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RAIL RATES TO RISE—Likely result of 
the rail freight rate increase arguments before 
ICC in June is approval of a general boost of 
about 10 per cent. Eastern, Western, and Southern 
carriers asked for increases of from 10 to 17 per 
cent. In opposition, the National Industrial Traffic 
League argues that the carriers fail to prove their 
proposals are reasonable. The increases sought 
would be “highly inflationary,” says NITLeague. 


BUILD NEW CARGO CRAFT —Military 
over-the-beach cargo landing is to be the job of 
a new experimental vessel. This craft, a 338-ft 
beach discharge lighter (BDL-1X), is built to 
move 600 tons of vehicular cargo and 1,000 tons 
of general cargo. A pair of 1,200-hp diesel engines 
will power it at a loaded speed of 12 knots. 
Launching takes place in September at the Na- 
tional Steel and Shipbuilding Corp., San Diego, 
Calif. 


ICC MOVE SUPPORTED—\tTemporary op- 
erating certificates for water and motor carriers 
can be extended by the ICC. The ICC right to keep 
a temporary permit in effect more than 180 days 
is supported by a new U. S. Supreme Court deci- 
sion. The case arose when some railroads chal- 
lenged ICC authority to extend a certificate for 
Pan-Atlantic Steamship Corp., Mobile, Ala. The 
ICC at the time was considering a bid for a per- 
manent certificate. 


ASKS UNIFORM CONTAINER MARKS— 
Containers for compressed gases should be uni- 
formly marked, insists Rep. McGregor, R., Ohio. 
He presents a bill to direct the ICC to publish 
rules prescribing a uniform coloring or identifica- 
tion mark. Any container with a water capacity 
of under 1,000 lb in which gas under pressure can 
be shipped would be so marked. Interstate move- 
ment of gas in a container not identifying the gas 
by type would be illegal. 


TEST AGENCY ACTIONS—Special exam- 
ination of the actions of ICC and other regulatory 
agencies in carrying out the laws is underway 
in Congress. A House Commerce subcommittee 
under Rep. Moulder, D., Mo., is handling this 
inquiry. Consultant to the subcommittee is Dr. 
Walter M. W. Splawn, an ICC member from 1934 
to 1953 and the Commission chairman in 1938. 
Dr. Splawn is a noted writer on economics and 
transportation.

Legislative Line-up 


Following is a brief summary 
of legislative items pending tm 
Washington. The status re ported 


is as of June 15. 


$17 MILLION FOR ICC — On June 
12 the Senate passed an appropriation 
bill earmarking $17 million for the 
ICC in fiseal 1958. The total is $500,- 
000 more than voted by the House, 
and the same amount less than re- 
quested by the president. 

FOREIGN FREIGHT FORWARD- 
ERS — H.R. 479, to require licensing 
of foreign freight forwarders by 
Federal Maritime Board, is not listed 
for action by House Merchant Marine 
Committee. 

HIGHWAY BUILDING — Indiana 
right-of-way acquisition problem stil! 
is before a Senate Public Works sub- 
committee. Pending is further action 
on S 963, affecting billboard construc- 
tion on highway sites where federal 
funds are used. 

POSTAL RATES — House passage 
of H.R. 5836, the bill to raise first, 
second and third-class postal rates, 
is anticipated. Senate passage is 
doubtful. 

TERMINAL TRAFFIC—tTestimony 
from private businessmen was heard 
June 18 by House Merchant Marine 
Committee on H.R. 2229. This bill 
would channel more government 
freight traffic through commercial 
marine terminals. 

TRUCK ROUTES—No further ac- 
tion in this session is indicated by 
House Commerce Committee on HR 
1066, to require common carrier 
truckers to establish reasonable 
through rates. 

TRANSPORT POLICY — Dormant 
for this session are the bills proposing 
sweeping revisions in national trans- 
portation policy, S 1457 and HR 5521. 

TRANSPORTATION OF EXPLO- 
SIVES — Pending before the House 
Commerce Committee is S 1491, to 
update provisions of the Transporta- 
tion of Explosives Act.

These are trying times for management. Prof- 
its are lagging, money is tight, interest is high. 
Business is good but competition for it is tough. 
Labor is restive; its leaders are talking up more 
benefits, shorter work week. wage increases. 

Thats the general situation we find in our 
travels. Recently, we came across a refreshingly 
different case. We talked with the president of 
a medium size corporation who hadn't any com- 
plaints. 

We couldn't resist commenting and asking how 
come. The genial man smiled and said, “Those 
plants may have ‘brass curtain’ troubles. 

“You know what they say happens to busi- 
ness in the hands of the third generation—shirt 
sleeves to shirt sleeves’ Well. Um the third 
generation of the founder. [Um in my shirt 
sleeves—although not within the meaning of 
that old saying. Come with me and [Pll show 
vou what | mean.” 

We went down a hack stairway into the plant. 
“First, | want to prepare you for what may 
happen. You may hear some comments about 
my clothes. | usually come here in coveralls.” 

Sure enough, the first man we met called out. 
“Hi, Boss. Ivy League today, eh? Guess we 
wont get any work out of you today. 

The president smiled and replied, “Hi, Joe. 
Ill be down tomorrow.” 

Next. we stopped to talk to a man in street 
clothes: minus coat. shirt sleeves rolled up. He 
was the vice president in charge of production. 
There was an exchange of information and we 
moved on. 

Along the way. our host explained that, peri- 
odically he spent time in every department— 
office and shop—to work as a helper. He would 
co wherever a man was needed. 





The unions didn't object because working 
conditions improved wherever he went. The 
man who drew him as a helper usually got the 
pay the boss earned. 

By doing manual work. this executive was 
able to spot labor trouble before it started. He 
could correct inefliciency, improve methods. and 
stop waste. And, of course. he had the authority 
to back up his or an employe s suggestions. 

We came to a stop in a large bay where test- 
ing and research was being done. “A year ago. 
our host said, “this was a storage area. It was 
non-productive overhead. There was some cur- 
rent stock but most was obsolete junk. Now 
this space is paying a profit.” 

As we walked along, our host pointed to many 
other improvements: Wider aisles, better light- 
ing, safety devices, special jigs and fixtures. 
etc. “Most of these were suggested by the em- 
ployes, for which they received bonuses.” he 
said. “They just needed somebody to ask them.” 

At the end of the trip. we learned that he 
used the same technique in the various depart- 
ments of the office. 

“When the traffic manager explained classifi- 
cations to me, | called in our key engineers and 
production executives. They, too, knew nothing 
about classifications. Today. our freight bill is 
about a third less than when this happened two 
years ago. 

“This taught me that our employes know 
more about our business than we do. We would 
have welcomed the information had it heen 
brought to our attention. The reason why they 
didn’t, was that old bogy. the brass curtain 
hetween top management and emplove. 

“Management barriers dampen = emplovee 
zeal.”

Is Warehousing Obsolete? 
Editor's Note: Is the publie 


warehouse on its way out? At 
least one speaker at the recent 
National Materials Handling Kx- 
position in Philade lph ia seemed to 
think so. In a panel discussion 
on Outdoo) Storage, Alcolm J. 
Ode i]. of Ludlow Pape is, lie.., 
had this to say on the subject: 

“The present-day trend in han- 
dling and protection of merchan- 
dise is in the direction of the ob- 
sole SCONCE of thre mare house ' / do 
not believe that the warehouse 
will eve) become extinet, but 
there is no question but that it 
will be less and less used, so long 
as we live in a mass production 
economy, 

Needless to Say, floor discus- 
sion following Mr. Odell’s talk 
was rather spirited. In addition, 
(lf ninnbe r of public warehouse- 
men and publie ware house uMSErS 
have passed their comments 
along fo we. The letter below. 
from a public ware housing evecit- 
tive, is typical of the rebuttal re- 
marks directed at Mr. Odell: 


Dear Mr. Odell: 


It has come to my attention that in 
a recent speech you made at the Na- 
tional Materials Handling Exposition 
you made the statement that “The 
present-day trend in handling and 
protection of merchandise is in the 
direction of the obsolescence of the 
warehouse.” 

This is indeed an amazing state 
ment since, in the actual pattern and 
operation of industry, the direct op- 
posite is true. We find that there is a 
greatly increased demand for ware- 
housing by all of the largest indus- 
trial manufacturers in the country. 

To cite just a few instances, Gen 
eral Foods Corp. in the past 60 days 
has instituted a program which in- 
volves placing master warehouse 
stocks in 10 new cities involving the 
use of over 400,000 sq ft of warehouse 
space. 

Armour and Co. in the past three 
years has completely changed their 
distribution pattern and has _ insti- 
tuted distribution center warehousing 
in some eight to ten cities on thei 
canned foods. This involves the utili- 
zation of at least a quarter of a mil- 
lion square feet of warehouse space. 

I could cite many other instances, 
but I think these two will suffice. 
When you consider this’ industry 
trend your statement to the effect, 
and | quote, “I do not believe the 
warehouse will ever become extinct, 
but there is no question that it will 
be less and less used, so long as we 
live in a mass-production economy,” 
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Is one of the greatest mis-statements 
of our times. In my opinion, is a 
bauble in public speaking that goes 
beyond anything I have heard in the 
last 20 years. 

The very essence of mass produc- 
tion contemplates the storage of large 
quantities of materials during off- A Ma flower Viove 
peak consumption periods. You prob- y 
ably haven’t heard that General! Elec- 
tric will store upwards of 2,500 car- 
loads of refrigerators during the is a Good VMiove ! 
slack seasons in order to keep mass 
production of their automated plant 
in Louisville working on a _ steady 
vear-round basis. 

You may not have heard that Kool 
Aid Division of General Foods stores 
upwards of 3,000 carloads of soft 
drink during the winter and early 
spring seasons for peak demands. 
Likewise, you might be interested in 
knowing that General Electric Fan 
Division will store over 1,000 carloads 
of fans during the winter to meet 
peak demands in June and July, and 
are contemplating the storage of a 
like quantity of electric blankets in 
the summer. 

I could go on and cite many in- 
stances of like nature but it seems to 
me there is no need to expound 
further.

Lettuce is hauled from the field to the packaging 
shed. At the shed it is trimmed, washed, sized, and 
boxed in corrugated containers. Portable conveying 
systems generally are used in this phase of the 
operation. 


On-the-Svot Cooling 


The coolers are moved from place to place to give 
growers on-the-spot cooling service. Water-resistant 
corrugated boxes are used to cut the cost of time and 
materials in packaging and shipping. They also help 


maintain the humidity and temperature necessary to Jet Stream Action 


keep the lettuce in garden condition until it reaches 
the retailer’s produce bin. 

The mobile coolers are steel cylinders 8 ft in 
diameter and 22 ft long. They are mounted on 22-ft 
highway trailers. Placed in service during the 1956 
harvest, the coolers cut spoilage, boosted the price 


The boxes are placed on dollies and wheeled into 
the trailer-mounted retorts. Steam, under 150-lb pres- 
sure, is shot through a series of high-speed jets. The 
jet stream, as it passes openings in the cylinder, 
sucks air out of the tank. The resulting vacuum 
draws the correct amount (2 per cent) of moisture 
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from the field-warm lettuce. Within 15 minutes the 
lettuce is chilled to 35 deg F. Certain bacteria are 
killed, and others are made dormant by the chilling. 

When the lettuce is brought to the desired temper- 
ature, it is wheeled directly into waiting trucks and 
trailers for delivery to retailers. In some operations

Trailer Mounted 


The cooler units are mounted on three trailers. 
Two hold retorts, and the third carries the steam 
boiler plant. Each retort holds 230 containers, or 
5,520 heads of lettuce at 24 heads to the case. A steel 
door at one end of the retort is clamped tight against 
a rubber gasket. 

As the air is drawn out, a high 29.8 vacuum Is 
created within the retort. At this point excess and 
contained water in the lettuce turns into vapor. This 
water vaporizes, taking heat from the lettuce. 

In va ium cooling, each head of lettuce is cooled 
from the center outward. The whole head of lettuce 
is chilled evenly. The cellular structure of the vege- 
table is not affected in any Way. The 2 per cent water 
removal amounts to about one and a quarter pounds 
of water per 24 heads of lettuce. Along with bacteria, 
insects, if anv, also are killed. With bacteria re-

It was found 
that corrugated kept the lettuce insulated from de- 
terloration by heat, kept the crop clean in transit, 
protected against bacteria, eliminated top-icing, and 
provided excellent display (advertising) space. 


Savings in Ice 
The lower cost corrugated containers also lend 
themselves well to palletization and other forms of 
init handling. Their light weight and elimination of 
ice result in a savings of 1500 |b per trailerload. This 
permits shipment of 75 to 100 extra boxes per load.

Successful Experiments 


Last vear’s successful experiments with the jet 
cooling-corrugated box system give promise of even 
more extensive use of the new equipment this vear. 
Manufacturers of the jet cooler already have built 
a new set of retorts. The new units are 10 ft longer 
than the original equipment, and capable of cooling 
600 boxes of lettuce an hour. 

Mobility of the system is what particularly pleases 
the eastern growers. The entire unit can be dlis- 
assembled in one day, moved, and set up in another 
dav at the new location. 

This permits the eastern growers to compete with 
western growers, W hose larger acreaye and perma- 
nent cooler installations have been giving them the 
advantage in the field. 

Users have found that crops with a high degree of 
field heat no longer have to be held for extended 
periods in cold rooms to bring them down to packing 
temperatures. Early crops can be packed and mar- 
keted almost directly from the field. The cooler 
equipment is adaptable to almost any handling sys- 
tem used in packing sheds. 

The first trial was in August of last vear, In 
Oswego. The western crop was still coming in and 
Oswego growers already had plowed under 50 acres 
of lettuce because of unfavorable prices. Even at 
this late date, the equipment saved the season for 
some of the yrowers. The yrowers received about 
8O¢ a crate for their lettuce. Truckloads of the let- 
tuce in corrugated boxes were sent to Greenville, 
S. C.: Huntington, W. Va.: Boston, Detroit, Cleve- 
land, Pittsburgh, Roanoke, Va., and New York. 

Buvers, hitherto wary of eastern lettuce, ex- 
pressed overwhelming approval of quality on arrival 
and paid $1.80 to $2 a crate. Some 70,000 cases were 
vacuum cooled and shipped in 22 days. Without the

How to Seleet a Lift Truck 


for Refrigerated Operations 


REFRIGERATED warehous- 
ing at temperatures as 
low as —50 deg., presents 

materials handling equipment 
problems that demand special! 
attention. Special consideration 
should be given to lift-trucks 
intended for this type of ser- 
vice. Extremely low tempera- 
tures and other operating con- 
ditions impose unusual require 
ments on truck design, opera 
tion, and maintenance. 

As an aid to the selection of 
lift-trucks to meet these special 
operating conditions, Mercury 
Manufacturing Co. engineers 
have developed cll) eight-point 
list which should be checked to 
avoid difficulty. The points fol- 
low: 

l. Corrosion Resistance 
Moisture is a constant problem. 
Thus vulnerable points must be 
protected against corrosion. For 
example, the hoisting cylinder 
and ram should be nickel-chro- 
mium plated. Likewise the lower 
chassis components should be 
treated with an undercoat. 

2. Proper Lubrication—Lift- 
trucks should have a one-shot 
closed lubrication system. Such 
systems reduce condensation to 
i minimum and eliminate an 
other potential corrosion haz 
ard. Special oils and greases 
should be used, particularly on 
lifting chains and bellows 
plunger. Likewise, special oil 
should be used as the hydraulic 
fluid in the hoist system. 

»o. special Tires With the 
dual problem of dampness and 
frost-covered floors, it is impor- 
tant that tires are capable of 
meeting the conditions. Neo- 
prene rubber tires of skid-proof 
design are highly satisfactory. 
In addition to the safety fea- 
ture, neoprene resists the de- 
structive effects of constant 
moisture. 
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Eight points should be considered in picking 


lift trueks which will perform under special 


conditions imposed by very low temperatures 


|. High-Lift Capacity—Cold- 
storage space is expensive, thus 
it is Important to save space 
wherever possible. Fork trucks 
for this use should have ample 
capacity, lifting range, good 
stability and minimum turning 
radius. Equipping a truck with 
side-shifting mechanism Is par- 
ticularly good for high stacking 
operations. It eliminates the 
need for backing off and re- 
positioning when the operator 
is not lined up with the stack 
on his initial pass. 

5. Spot-Light Where cold- 
storage rooms are dimly lit te 
save electricity and to maintain 
temperatures more easily, the 
fork truck should be equipped 
with an adequate’ spot-light 
Such lights greatly speed uy 
the stacking operation. 

6. Battery Capacity Fork 
truck operating in the extreme 
temperatures imposes a terrific 
demand on batteries. There- 
fore, it is important that bat- 
terles be of adequate capacity 
and life. This is particularly, 
true if power is also supplied to 
accessories. 

7. Operator Comfort Some 
trucks are equipped with a 1-in. 
thick sponge rubber pad on the 
floor to insulate the operators’ 
feet from cold metal and help 
keep them warm. Others are 
equipped so that electrically 
heated clothing can be plugged 
into the truck’s electric system. 


§ Warning Bells --Cold-stor- 
age operators have found that 
it is a smart idea to install 
some type of warning signal on 
each truck. The signal serves 
as a warning to other drivers 


as well as pedestrians entering 
the dimly lit room. The bell 


may be attached to a wheel. ®

Kach of the processing tanks on 
the second floor can be connected 
with several of the packaging 
lines below them on the first floor.

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INCE the beginning of the 
trucking industry or at 
least since the beginning 
of time schedules motor 
freight lines have been fighting 
delavs resulting from billing. 
Most companies try to keep 
the shippers’ bill of lading with 
the freight until it is loaded; 
then the bills are sent into the 
office. They must be rated, 
charges computed, interline dl- 
visions figured, carrier’s way- 
bills typed, and truck manifests 
prepared. Al] these operations 
take time and, in the case of a 
motor freight line with heavy 
less-than-truckload traffic, the 
problem pecomes more acute. 
Loading operations become 
complex when waybills are re- 
moved for rating before the 
freight is loaded. Rating and 
billing frequently are squeezed 
into a tight time schedule by 
fixed hours of departure.

Two principles which guided 
management in planning a single 
shipping center were that it 
should be entirely on one floor and 
that there should be generous 
space for expansion. 


100,000 Square Feet 


The new structure, joined to 
the Vancouver plant, is 200 ft 
wide and 500 ft long. It occupies 
a nine acre tract just east of the 
city. 

Designed for the packaging and 
shipping of bathing suits and 
knitted goods, the building has a 
16-ft ceiling height, over 8000 ft 
of flourescent lighting tubes, and 
2000 sprinkler heads.

ROBLEMS of moistureproof 
storage have found a common 
solution in two widely sepa- 
rated European warehouse opera- 
tions. In both cases the key words 
have been “airtight construction.” 
Hermetically sealed grain silos 
solved the French problem. In 
Holland, the answer was found in 
portable, walk-in type storage en- 


closures. 


Dutch Solution 


To avoid the necessity of keeping 
the whole of a building or ware- 
house dry for the storage of certain 
commodities, a Dutch firm has de- 
veloped a portable moisture-repel- 
lent storehouse. Made in various 
sizes, it can be erected within a 
normal warehouse. 

Using a semi-automatic or auto- 
matic air dryer, these walk-in, air- 
tight, moisture-repellent rooms can 
be kept at the required atmospheric 
humidity. Because a small capacity 
air drver can be used, initial costs 
and working expenses can be kept 
to a minimum. 

Made up of standardized light- 
weight building elements, the store- 
rooms can be extended by the use 
of additional panels. They can be 
constructed on any level floor with- 
out special foundations. The room 
also can be dismantled and moved 
from one part of a warehouse to 
another. 

The standard 2 m by 1 m (6 ft 
7 in. by 3 ft 3 in.) building-element 
panels are made up of sheet and 
structural steel. They are joined by 
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octagonal cells for protected storage of

OWER distribution costs and 
better customer service have 
become industry watchwords. 

With this emphasis on cost and 
service, more and more firms are 
asking: “How can we establish 
branch house facilities and still 
maintain flexible, low-cost ware- 
house operations?” 

If your firm is faced with this 
problem, you may find the answer 
in publie First, 
however, a number of other ques-

tions must be answered. 

1. What kind of a product do 
vou have? 

This point is of primary impor- 
tance. There are some products 
requiring special display or spe- 
clal supply. Even though a manu- 
facturer might recognize the ad- 
vantages of public warehouse fa- 
cilities, he might think that they 
would not fit into his distribution 
scheme because of the nature of 
his product. 

2. How much business do you 
do in particular sales territories? 

This is a governing factor in 
making a decision as to whether 
to try to establish or continue a 
private branch warehouse. When 
the volume is not great enough to 
warrant private warehousing or 
branch houses, many firms prefer 
to use public warehouses. 

3. What is the factory produc- 
tion schedule? 

The use of public warehouses 
makes it possible for relatively 
small manufacturers, especially 
in seasonal industries, to level off 
production on a steady month-to- 
month basis. Storage and distribu- 
tion services are provided on a 
fixed, per-unit cost. This enables 
them to predetermine accurately 
their exact cost of production, 
plus storage and delivery to all 
markets. 

1. Are there possible savings in 
distribution costs? 

One of the outstanding advan- 
offered by public ware- 
houses is that thev provide far 
more flexible facilities. Erection 
of private warehouses often means 
a large investment in land and 
buildings. Fixed maintenance and

Branch warehouse and office facilities. provided 


by the public warehousing industry, offer better 


customer service 


operating costs result. The leas- 
ing of private warehouse build- 
ings or storage space in connec- 
tion with a sales office also in- 
volves fixed rental charges and 
fixed operating costs. Often such 
warehouses are used to. store 
goods during only a portion of 
the year. At other times they are 
idle. However, facilities 
must in all cases be equal to ¢ar- 
ing for the maximum quantity of 
goods to be carried in stock at the 
busiest time of the year. There is 
little possibility of adjusting stor- 
age space to immediate storage 
needs at any particular time. Rent, 
light, heat, power, insurance, de- 
preciation, repairs, clerical help, 
and labor are constant expenses. 

Public warehouses present a sit- 
uation opposite to this. The 
amount of storage space used by 
any one storer may be increased, 
decreased, or discontinued at will. 
No guarantees are required by 
public warehousemen as to any 
definite amount of storage to be 
used over a period of time when 
goods are handled on a package 
basis. 

5. Is there need for financing? 

The financial services of public

merchandise warehouses are be- 
coming increasingly important. 
Public warehouses issue negoti- 
able and non-negotiable warehouse 
receipts. These may be used as 
collateral for bank loans. In this 
manner public warehouses convert 
stored goods into liquid assets. To

6. Is rigidity in a system of dis- 
tribution to be avoided? 

As soon as a private warehouse 
or branch office is established, a 
degree of rigidity exists. It is 
not easy to discontinue a private 
warehouse.

manager. In addition, customers 
may feel that they are getting bet- 
ter service than they might other- 
wise.

Par- 
ticularly when a warehouse build- 
ing is owned rather than leased, 
some immediate financial!

Interstate or Intrastate=— 


Let's Take Another Look 


NERTAIN types of shipments 
between points within a sin- 
gle state are, in reality, in- 

terstate in nature. This is a basic 

principle. It also is one of trans- 
portation’s least understood prin- 
ciples. 

Recently a paper firm’s traffic 
department discovered that a 10¢ 
per cwt rate it had been paying 
on a certain move was Inapplica- 
ble. This rate was paid to a rail- 
road for the transport of paper to 
a point within the firm’s 
State.

The legal rate was found to be 
o8¢ per cwt on an interstate basis. 
by law, the carrier had a duty 
and a right to file a two-vear un- 
derclaim charge.

Problem Areas 


The statutory definition of in- 
terstate commerce is contained in 
part II of the Interstate Com- 
merce Act. It reads as follows: 

“Commerce between any place 
mm a state and any place in an- 
other state or between places in 
the same state through another 
state, whether such commerce 
moves wholly by motor vehicle or 
partly by rail, express, or water, 

is Interstate commerce.” 

The wording of this definition is 
quite clear. Nevertheless, it has 
caused a great deal of litigation 
before courts and the ICC. Legal 
action usually comes in the fol- 
lowing two general situations: 

1. On a shipment sent from one 
place to another within a state on 
a separate bill of lading the 
shipment having had a previous

Correct determination of ship 
ment as interstate or intrastate 
is essential to shipper and carrie} 
for the following reasons: 

1. To determine whether a ¢ar- 
rier has the appropriate authority 
to handle the shipment.

Carriers oper 
ating between points in a single 
state may have either interstate 
operating rights granted by the

2. To determine the legally ap- 
plicable charges on the shipment. 

Even though a carrier may pos- 
sess both interstate and intrastate 
authority, it will, as a general 
rule, be necessary for the carrier 
to maintain two levels of rates. 
One level applies to interstate, the 
other to intrastate commerce. 

This situation is especially true 
where the ICC has authorized the 
carriers to take general rate in- 
creases of 6 per cent or more. The 
state commissions, although fre- 
quently approving the same per- 
centage increases, lag in the 
amount of time taken to approve 
them. This causes two levels of 
rates to exist. Also, interstate and 
intrastate rates on particular com- 
modities between particular points 
within a state may vary. There 
may be an intrastate commodity 
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intra or Inter—A Rule of Thumb 


There is a good rule of thumb to follow in determining whether 
separate intrastate movements are classified as interstate com- 
merce. If the name of the purchaser is known and the ultimate 
destinaticn is known to be out-of-state at the time the commodity 
leaves the plant, the shipment is interstate. This is called the “intent 


of the shipper’ principle. 


There are three outstanding exceptions to this rule: 


|. Where a commodity loses its identity by being commingled 
with intrastate commerce it may or may not be declared intrastate 


commerce. 


2. Where a commodity undergoes a manufacturing process, and 
if there is no transit privilege applicable, the movement within a 
state will be held to be intrastate commerce. 


3. Where the intent of a shipper changes while goods are in 
transit, an intrastate shipment may be classified as interstate. If 
an intrastate shipment is reconsigned to an interstate destination, 
the entire movement will be considered interstate. 


An intrastate shipment will be converted to interstate commerce 
if the route of movement takes the shipment outside of the state. 
The exception to this rule is where the movement is mere subterfuge 
to evade the regulatory authority of a state.

3. To determine liability of the 
carrier. 

Although all common ¢arriers 
are subject to common law liabil- 
itv, different statutory exemptions 
may apply to interstate or intra- 
state commerce. To illustrate, the 
ICC must specifically approve al! 
interstate rates based on released 
value. Assume the carrier pub- 
lishes intrastate rates based on a 
10¢ per Ib valuation. The ship- 
ment in question is destroved in 
transit, and the actual market 
value is 50¢ per Ib. If it can be 
established that the shipment was 
interstate, and that the released 
value rates were not approved by 
the ICC, the carrier would be li- 
able as at common law for actual 
value of the goods. 

1. As a precaution against pros- 
ecution for violation of Section | 
of the Elkins Act. 

This law makes it a criminal of- 
fense for the carrier to charge or 
for a shipper to accept less than 
the legally applicable rate. or for 
failure to observe the published 
tariffs. 
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In determining the essential char- 
acter of commerce, the factor most 
often relied on is the fired and per- 
sisting transportation intent of the 
shippe y at time of shipment. This 
is called “the intent of shipper” 
principle. Major examples of this 
intent, or absence thereof, may be 
found in the following: 

1. At the time of shipment there 
is no specific order being filled for 
a specific quantity of a given prod- 
uct to be moved through to a 
specific destination beyond terminal 
storage ; 

2. Terminal storage is a distri- 
bution point or marketing 
facility from which specific amounts 
of the product are sold or allocated;

“From the facts here present, 
the joint board is of the opinion 
that no such interruption at the 
warehouse occurs tending to 
break the continuity of the move- 
ment from shipper to customer. 
After the goods are received by 
applicant at the warehouse, de- 
liveries are made in quantities 
to consignees in accordance with 
invoices supplied by the shipper. 
Therefore, the goods are sold 
before they reach applicant’s 
warehouse, and, as there is noth- 
ing to show otherwise, no addi- 
tional unsold shipments are made 
by shipper and stored at appli- 
eant’s warehouse from which 
sales are made from time to time. 

“Hence. applicant’s warehouse 
serves only as temporary storage 
to permit transfer from one form 
of transportation to another in 
the course of carrying out what 
is intended as a continuous move- 
ment from shippers to destina- 
tion. Clearly, the intent of the 
shipper is for a continuous move- 
ment.” 

In contrast to the above is the 


situation where goods are shipped 
from out-of-state destinations to 
a warehouse for storage and fu- 
ture sale.

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Lil Pickup. Delivery Speeded 


by Terminal-to-Truck Radio 


NSTEAD of stepping on a gas pedal for additional 
speed, Red Star Express Lines, at North Bergen, 
N.J., ls achieving acceleration of its pickup and 

delivery operations by pressing a radio foot-switch. 

The switch remotely controls a 250-watt base sta- 
tion unit housed at an antenna tower 600 ft above 
sea level a few miles away. This enables a three-man 
squad of dispatchers to retain complete control over 
a fleet of 100 local straight trucks and city tractor- 
trailer units. 

Another innovation is that headsets in the dis- 
patchers’ office serve for both radio and telephone. 
They are plugged into telephone or radio systems by 
use of jacks. 

Red Star is primarily a less-than-truckload carrier 
(three-fifths of its 65-million pounds carried monthly 
is in shipments weighing less than 6,000 lb). There- 
fore, speed with safety is an important part of the 
company’s business. Two-way radio’s “terminal-to- 
truck” control has reduced time-consuming delays on 
the road and has given Red Star the flexibility to 
pool its units in priority situations to expedite emer- 
vency orders. 

The new system enables the fleet to step up its 
number of pickups per hour per unit which has 
improved pounds per man-hour. 

Prior to the company’s use of radio, a typical day 
for a driver began when he wheeled away from the 
terminal after receiving manifests corresponding 
with freight that has been loaded on his truck during 
the night. He would be out of contact, except for 
occasional telephone calls to the dispatcher. 


3,000 Square Miles 


Now, the trucks are within foot-switch range no 
matter where they are traveling in the company’s 
3,000-sq mile coverage area in the metropolitan 
district. 

Daily runs cover all parts of New York as far east 
as the Nassau-Suffolk County line, portions of 
Westchester, and most of New Jersey, ranging as 
far north as Hamburg and as far south as the Toms 
River. Company officials say that reliable radio con- 
tact has been effective within 50 miles of North 
Bergen, giving the terminal dispatch center con- 
tinuous control over radio-equipped city vehicles. 

An operational code helps Red Star obtain the 
greatest possible utilization of its available air time. 
Signal numbers are assigned to every major function 
handled by a truck. 


54 


The code lets the dispatcher know when the truck 
leaves the vard, when it makes its first pickups and 
deliveries, and when its pickups and deliveries are 
completed. But, more important, it keeps the terminal] 
informed at all times of how much space is left in 
vehicles on the road and of unexpected delays en- 
countered while the truck runs are in progress. 

With drivers reporting in after every fourth pickup 
or delivery, and with the dispatcher able to relay 
“hot” calls immediately, backtracking is held to a 
minimum. The problem of missed pickups is elimi- 


nated. 
Company Log 


Here’s the way the operational code works, as 
taken from a spot-check of the trucking company’s 
log for a single day: 

Driver “A” checks out of the terminal with 11 
deliveries at 8:12 a.m. He signals Code 10-1 at 9 
a.m. after reaching his destination on his first deliv- 
ery. At 10 a.m., he signals that he has “four off’— 
meaning that he has completed his first four deliv- 
eries. At 11 a.m., he radios in that he has “eight off” 

or that he has finished a total of eight deliveries 
so far. At 11:30 a.m., he has “eleven off,” and he now 
is empty. The truck has delivered all 11 of the orders 
originally carried out of the terminal. 

Using radio, the dispatcher now is able to give 
Driver “A” nine pickups to make. The driver goes to 
lunch and, at 12:45 p.m., calls in “10-3.” This is the 
signal that he is back on the job and has started the 
pickups. At 2:15, he radios that he has “four on”’— 
that is, he has accomplished four of his nine new 
pickups. 

This system keeps the dispatcher aware of how 
much space is left at all times and, at 3:15, when 
Driver “A” calls in that he now has “eight on,” the 
dispatcher knows that he can make another five 
pickups before quitting time. When the usual “late 
day rush” rolls around between 4 p.m. and 6 p.m. 
the dispatcher begins to “switch loads.” For example, 
if Driver “A’’ were in Brooklyn at 4 p.m., and still 
had eight pickups to make, the dispatcher probably 
would take four away from him and by radio, issue 
them as pickups for another truck. The driver in 
Brooklyn finishes his rounds and gets a Code 10-6— 
to bring his truck back to the terminal. 

Radio has proved a boon to Red Star even on 
homecoming trips. As drivers run into traffic bottle- 
necks, they radio the terminal, which, in turn, sends 
other vehicles by more expeditious routes. 
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Orders are taken from customers in this telephone room 
on cards which are inserted in the radio dispatch board

Pre-Radio System 


Before two-way radio was installed, the dispatcher 
was in contact with Driver “B” only once all day 
usually between 11:30 a.m. and noon. He heard from 
Driver “A” more frequently, but it was a _ time- 
consuming process with considerable delay resulting 
during the period required to find a parking place 
and telephone. 

With direct radio control, up to the minute data 
is available on out-bound cargo. This permits fuller 
loads and improved scheduling of units transporting 
goods to the company’s upstate terminals. Thus the 
company is able to maintain second morning delivery 
at Buffalo, on It] shipments originating in New York 
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Red Star’s system, installed by General Electric Co.., 
uses a foot-switch to operate the remote transmitter 


and first morning delivery on all full truckloads. 

Radio is used by Red Star not only in the 
integration of its radio-equipped city vehicles with 
non-radio over-the-road units, but also in coordinat- 
ing the movements of vehicles serving dock areas 
ilong the New York waterfront. 

It is not unusual in the waterfront area for as 
many as 40 trucks to be lined up at one time and for 
vehicles to be tied up all day. With radio, Red Star 
keeps tabs on the progress of its trucks at dockside 
and can pinpoint the status of a shipment in a matter 
of seconds. 

Improved handling of import-export cargo also has 
resulted from the use of a radio-equipped pier-run- 
ner, which is a small pickup truck that rushes extra 
helpers and conveyors to places where they are 
needed. The pier-runner also receives radio dispatch 
requests to handle small shipments of an emergency 
nature, to get them to ship-side in time to make sail- 
ing deadlines. 

The company is investigating the potential of ad- 
ditional radio installations for its other terminals. 
Already, a decision has been made to radio-equip the 
Buffalo terminal, where operating problems are some- 
what similar to those in the metropolitan area.®

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2-B. Pulleys, Hoists, and Winches

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PULLEYS AND THEIR APPLICATION 


There is only one reason for group- 
ing pulleys, hoists, and winches. They 
all are employed as hoisting mech- 
anisms, usually in conjunction with 
other types of equipment such as der- 
ricks and cranes. Here any resem- 
blance between the three types van- 
ishes. They do not look alike, they do 
not function alike, and some of them 
are utilized to give other than verti- 
cal motion. 


PULLEYS 

A pulley is a small sheave or wheel 
with a grooved rim usually mounted 
on a pin on which it turns, a frame 
or block in which it runs, and with a 
flexible rope, cord, or chain passing 
through the groove. 

Commercially, the term block re- 
fers to a unit consisting of one or 
more sheaves mounted in a frame. 
In most models it is equipped with an 
eye, a hook, or some similar device 
at one or both ends of the frame, by 
which it may be attached to objects. 

The portion of the flexible rope, 
cord, or chain to which power is ap- 
plied is called the fall. Hence the 
term biock and fall. 

Sheaves employed singly are used 
to change direction and point of ap- 
plication of the pulling force applied 
to the fall. They are mounted at the 
tops of derrick masts and for deflect- 
ing ropes from the engine to the bull 
wheel of hoists and other similar sit- 
uations, They are available in a wide 
variety of sizes, as indicated by the 
diameter of the wheel and the size of 
the rope or wire they will accommo- 
date. Of particular interest from the 
standpoint of materials handling is 
the use of blocks for increasing the 
applied lifting

MECHANICAL ADVANTAGES 

The mechanical advantage of any 
piece of equipment is the ratio of the 
force which performs the useful work 
of a machine to the force which is 
applied to the machine. What is the 
mechanical advantage of a system of 
pulleys? The simplest kind of pulley

Fig. 2 confirms the earlier state- 
ment that single pulleys are utilized 
to change the direction of an applied 
force. We now should qualify this by 
saying that fixed pulleys are so used. 


Another relationship is brought out 
by Fig. 2. As the fall is pulled down, 
the body is raised. The distance 
through which the force E acts is the 
same as that through which the 
weight W is elevated. We know that 
work done is the product of the ex- 
erted force multiplied by the distance 
through which it acts. In the given 
example, the force EF acts through a 
distance D and the weight W is lifted 
through a distance d, The work put 
into the machine and the work from 
the machine must be equal. Therefore, 
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Ex D=W xd 


Since D equals d, then E equals W. 
This is additional proof that, in this 
simple setup, the force exerted is 
equal to the weight lifted. 

The second group of illustrations 
in Fig. 2 shows a movable pulley with 
a rope or cable which is fixed at one 
end and movable at the other end 
where the effort is applied. The 
weight W actually is being supported 
by two strands of rope. The two 
forces in each strand, marked P, must 
equal the weight W of the body. 
The force in the right rope is E, so 
that E in this case is “%W, or

Hoists are machines which are ¢a- 
pable of elevating and lowering loads. 
They employ some type of gear ar- 
rangement to multiply the effect of 
the applied effort. They are divided 
into chain hand hoists and powered 


hoists. They will be discussed sepa- 
rately. 
Because of the different mecha- 


nisms utilized in chain hand hoists, it 
is necessary to break these devices 
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fixed and a movable pulley, the four 
strands which support the weight are 
shown in simplified form in the sec- 
ond sketch of Fig. 2. The force in 
each strand is indicated as P. There- 
fore, P must be equal to 4W. But 
what about the end of the rope where 
the force EF is applied? Doesn’t that 
constitute a fifth strand? A study of 
Fig. 2 discloses that the supporting 
rope on the extreme left runs up over 
the large pulley at the top and that 
the only function served by that par- 
ticular pulley is to change the direc- 
tion of force P in that rope, so that 
EF’ is equal to P. In this setup,

All types support their loads by 
means of a chain and carry their 
loads suspended without slipping. The 
first type is actuated by moving a 
lever; the others, by means of effort 
applied to a hand chain.

1; with a movable pulley and two 
strands supporting the weight, tne 
mechanical advantage is 2; in a com- 
bination setup with four supporting 
strands, the mechanical advantage is 
4. These observations lead to a gen- 
eral rule that can be applied to any 
combination of pulleys: The mechani- 
cal advantage of any pair of pulle {2 
is found by counting the number of 
strands which support the load. 

The mechanical advantages we 
have been discussing are of theoreti- 


cal value. In any actual pair of pul- 
leys there is friction in the bearings 
and this reduces the actual ratio be- 
tween input and output which can be 
secured in everyday use of pulleys. 
In the sketches used to illustrate 
the different kinds of pulleys (Fig. 
2). it is understood that the two 
sheaves of the have peen 
shown, one above the other, simply 
to clarify the passage of the rope 
through the pulley. In actual prac- 
tice, all the sheaves—be they two,

DIFFERENTIAL CHAIN 

The differential chain hoist is the 
simplest form of the chain hoist ac- 
tuated by the operator pulling on a 
chain. In principle and effect, the 
differential hoist is similar: to a fixed 
double-sheave and movable 
sheave block and fall system.

There is no free end to the chain; 
it is endless. The upper sheaves are 
keyed to the same shaft and they are 
slightly different in diameter. The 
sheave with the larger diameter is 
the one over which passes the portion 
of the chain on which the force is 
exerted. The smaller sheave connects 
he two strands of chain which lead 
to and from the bottom (the load) 
sheave. The slight difference in the 
diameters of the upper sheaves sup- 
plies the name differential hoist. 

The loads supported by differential 
chain hoists are held from slipping 
solely because of friction in the mech- 
anisms. These are the least efficient 
and least expensive of the chain- 
actuated group. They are rated as 
having an efficiency of 35 per cent. 


They are utilized where time and 
effort are not factors—as in intermit- 
tent operations performed infre- 
quently. 


SCREW-OR WORM-GEARED 


All the hoists of the screw- or 
worm-geared group have a worm and 
gear mechanism. Sometimes the worm 
is called a screw and the gear a 
wheel. The principle of their action is 
that, as a worm is turned, its teeth 
mesh with those of a wheel and thus 
impart motion to the latter. Each 
rotation of the worm causes the wheel 
(gear) to advance a distance equal to 
the lead of the worm, as shown in 
Fig. 6. 

In applying the mechanism to 
hoists, the chain wheel, actuated by 
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the operator, is mounted on the end 
of the worm shaft. When the chain 
wheel is turned the worm is rotated 
and it, in turn, moves the wheel which 
actuates the load chain. These hoists 
are more expensive than the differ- 
ential variety, but they offer greater 
efficiency—40 per cent 
with 35 per cent.

SPUR-GEAR CHAIN 


The mechanism of these hoists con- 
sists of what is known as a planetary- 
gear train. The system of gearing is 
so named because the gears circle 
around each other much like the 
planets around the sun. 

In the sketch of a planetary sys- 
tem (Fig. 7), the drive pinion A is 
rotated by the chain wheel as the 
operator pulls on the chain in elevat- 
Pinion A with 
PE which is free to revolve 
Gear PB has attached to it 
a smaller gear C which turns as gear 
B turns. Small gear C meshes with 
an internal gear D, which is the final 
gear in the system for turning the 
wheel which moves the load chain. 

These hoists hold their loads in 
suspension by means of an automatic 
brake. Much of the in the 
train can be cut to a minimum, with 
the result that they have exceedingly 
high efficiency—8&5 per cent. Conse- 
quently, although they are the most 
expensive of the chain groups, they 
also are the most efficient.

This question of “mechanical effi- 
ciency” is explained best in the words 
of Henry R. Towne, one of the found- 
ers of The Yale & Towne Manufac- 
turing Company, who introduced the 
spur-geared hoist in 1889: 


The “‘mechanical efficiency” of a hoisting 
machine is the percentage of power ap- 
plied which results in work done. The 
“work done” is a composite of weight, 
distance and time. A load of 500 Ib. 
lifted 2 ft, represents 1,000 ft-lb of “‘work 
done,” as does also a load of 1,000 Ib, 
lifted 1 ft. But time is also a factor in 
measuring ‘“‘work done.” For example. 
the lifting of a load of 1 ton 2 ft in 1 
minute, and the lifting of a load of 2 tons 
1 ft in 1 minute, both represent the same 
amount of “work done,” namely—2 ft- 
tons per minute. In any machine, part of 
the power applied is lost or absorbed by 
friction, and only the remainder repre 
sents “‘work done.” For example, if a man 
exerts a pull on a chain or rope of 50 Ib, 
and moves it 10 ft, he applies 500 ft-lb of 
effort, and if in so doing he lifted the load 
of 500 lb, 1 ft, he would have effected 500 
ft-lb of “work done.” If, however, the load 
lifted 1 ft was only 250 lb, the ““‘work done” 
would be only 250 ft-lb, the other 250 ft- 
lb of applied effort having been absorbed 
by the friction of the machine. In this 
case the “mechanical efficiency” of the 
machine would be 50 per cent. As a matter 
of fact, the “mechanical efficiency” of 
chain hoists ranges from as low as 20 
per cent to as high as 85 per cent, and 
thus becomes a vital factor in determin- 
ing the choice of type.

The basic objective of any ware- 
housing policy is to make goods 
readily available to industrial, re- 
tail, wholesale or ultimate con- 
sumers. The character of a com- 
pany’s warehousing system must 
be evaluated not simply as an ac- 
tivity, but as an integrated part 
of the broad sales and distribution 
policy. Flexibility is one of the 
most important elements of this 
policy. 

Warehousing never should be 
viewed in any light other than part 
of a coordinated plan to market a 
preduct or products. Whether pri- 
vate or public facilities are used, 
they should be judged accordingly. 

The economical storage and dis- 
tribution of merchandise demands 
perfect handling facilities and de- 
tailed supervision. Comparatively 
few manufacturers can support 
branch offices and private ware- 
houses extensively. Consequently, 
only these larger ones profit from 
wide distribution and are able to 
meet local competition in all parts 
of the country. 

With the use of public ware- 
houses for the distribution of 
merchandise, these warehouses 
become the manufacturer’s ware- 
houses—one unit and medium for 
the distribution of his products.®

Carriers and consignees often 
are of the opinion that their in- 
surance protects them and/or 
their customers under all circum- 
stances. This does not always 
hold. The insurance company Ccov- 
ers only liability imposed by law. 

Released Value—This will limit 
a warehouseman’s liability to the 
value declared by the bailor. Com- 
mon carriers are permitted such 
limitation only if a tariff has been 
filed, offering the shipper service 
at full value. 

Goods may be released to a 
warehouseman at less than actual 
value, provided they may be 
stored at full value for a higher 
storage charge. With household 
goods, released values usually pre- 
vail. It generally Is cheaper to 
ship this way and insure against 
loss bevond released value. Com- 
mercial goods generally are 
shipped or warehoused at full 
value. The bailee usually is aware 
of the proper value of this 


property. 


Warehouseman’s Defense 


If an Act of God is set up as a 
defense, the warehouseman must 
prove the loss was due solely to 
such occurrence. He can have had 
no means of controlling the source 
or result. However, if his own neg- 
ligence—such as failure to prop- 
erly protect the property from loss 

combines with the Act of God it 
may be that partial negligence can 
be proved. He must then answer to 
the property owner. 

Fire—Usually the bailee is not 
liable for fire loss. The exception 
is where there is assumption of 
liability, Or a special contract ex- 
ists wherein he must perform 
stated acts in caring for the 
goods. 

Theft Exercise of due dili- 
gence to prevent the theft prob- 
ably will exempt the bailee from

to the automated order picking 
conveyor located near the apex of 
the L-shaped building. 

The automated order picking 
system is controlled by a console 
which operates on the electrical 
impulse system. Case lot orders 
are counted by means of electric 
eyes and move for shipment to ac- 
cumulative conveyors. The con- 
veyor system consists of 20 feed 
lines, each 40 ft long—10 each 
feeding in opposite directions. 
These feed to the accumulating 
conveyors which in turn feeds the 
main take-away conveyor. 

by having the feed conveyors 
run in opposite directions, it is 
possible to store one pallet per 
conveyor at the end of each of the 
supply conveyors without having a 
wide aisle between the feed con- 
veyors. The end of each feed con- 
veyor is loaded with a specific 
product. The cases remain here 
until called for by the operator of 
the remote control center. The 
console operator scans the orders 
and programs the exact number of 
cases needed from each of the 20 
feed conveyors. After the order 
has been programmed, the mecha- 
nism is started by pushing a but- 
ton. The correct number of cases 
then moves to the accumulating 
conveyor system. Dials show the 
total number of cases programmed 
on each order. A trouble light 
alerts the operator if too few 
cases are discharged from any of 
the feed conveyors. An overshoot 
light is activated if more than the 
correct number of cases has been 
discharged. 


Jamming Prevented 


Klectric eyes are placed in 
strategic points to prevent any 
iamming of the cases being trans- 
ported by the accumulating con- 
veyor. Indicator lights show when 
the last case has left the feed con- 
veyors, and at this point the oper- 
ator of the console can start pro- 
gramming another order’ even 
though all of the cases from the 
first order have not cleared past 
the totalizing electric eye. Once 
the last case has passed this eye, 
the start button can be activated. 
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Slow moving items are stored on 
a series of conveyor racks which 
end at the console platform. When 
the order calls for any of these 


items, the console operator picks 
them by hand and places them on 
the accumulating conveyor imme- 
diately in front of the cases that 
are being automatically picked. 
Another employe is located at a 
position aside of the main accu- 
mulating conveyor in back of the 
console. Here each case is marked 
using a_ stencil-type label. This 
main conveyor then carries the 
cases directly to the waiting truck.

With a 14 per cent moisture content, contaminated 
by 100 weevils, and kept at a temperature of 25 deg C 
in a place where fresh air was freely admitted, 26.7 
milligrams of CO. was emitted each day by the insects 
and 6.7 milligrams by one kilogram of stored grain. 

This breathing represented heating to the extent of 
0.068 calories and 0.017 calories respectively. There 
was a total daily heat formation of 0.085 calories. 

In a hermetically sealed container, however, the gas 
mixture produced by respiration destroys weevils and 
other parasites. This eliminates the major cause of 
overheating. 

A metallic non-insulated cell with welded, 3-mil thick 
walls, completely exposed to the wind, has demon- 
strated the possibility of storing grain without pro- 
tecting the cells from extremes of outside tempera- 
tures. Two lots were stored. Each included about 200 
squintals of wheat. One, with a 15 per cent moisture 
content, was kept for 13 months. The other, with a 
moisture content of 16.2 per cent, was kept for 19 
months. Both lots were preserved in good conditions. 

It is in the use of welded sheet steel silos that this 
method of storage has been developed in France. Being 
of sheet steel, the cells themselves are heat conducting 
and liable to transmit outside temperature variations. 
The stored grain, however, provides sufficient insula- 
tion and prevents rapid transmission of heat. 

The storage cells usually are square or octagonal. 
The octagonal cells are made up of eight panels of 
variable height, usually 2 m or 2 m 60 wide. Square 
cell panels usually are 4 m in width and of variable 
height. Total height of the storage unit is attained by 
building up successive levels of panels. The panels 
are supported by upright triangular steel stanchions. 
Thickness of stanchions varies with the height of the 
panels. The stanchions form the vertical skeleton of 
the storage unit. 

The square units can be either exactly square or 
rectangular in shape. Under each vertical support is 
placed a steel sheet. This distributes the weight of the 
cell and its content over a greater surface. 

Each panel is prefabricated at the factory from in- 
terlocking steel sheets. The various prefabricated ele- 
ments then are transported to the site, where they are 
arc-welded. Before being used, cells are tested by in- 
troduction of compressed air. 

Cells are arranged in such a way that supplementary 
units may be added, making use of existing walls for 
partitions as far as possible. Four octagonal cells, for 
example, usually are arranged in the form of a cross. 
One wall of each cell creates, in the center of the silo, 
a small additional square cell. Capacity of this cell is 
about one-fifth that of one of the octagonal cells 

Hach additional two octagonal cells added to the first 
group of four also can create a similar additional small 
cell between them. These additional cells can be used 
for stocking lots with special characteristics, or for 
mixing different kinds of grain. ®

Can an employe collect 
compensation when the injury 
is unconnected with his work? 


Recently a higher court rendered 
an interesting decision involving in- 
juries “within the scope of the em- 
ployment” and which entitles an in- 
jured employe to receive compensa- 
tion under the State Workmen’s Com- 
pensation Act, or which entitles de- 


pendents to recover compensation for 


death of an employe 
The highe 
law as follows: 
“When injury is unconnected with 
the employment, or is for reasons 
personal to the assailant and the em- 
ploye, or is not because the relation 
of employer and employe exists, and 
the employment is not the cause, it 
is ordinarily held that the injury does 
not arise out of the employment.” 
For illustration, in T v. B 
Corp., 291 S. W. (2d) 874, the testi- 
mony showed the following facts: 
An employe, named T , Was 


placed in charge of the _ toolroom. 


court established the 


This room actually was a space in 
the southeast corner of a galvanized 
steel warehouse building. The room 
was a space used for storing tools 
and merchandise used by pipe fitters 
and hardware dealers. 

One day while T was eating 
his lunch in this room he was shot 
and killed by an unknown person. His 
dependents filed suit to collect lawful 
compensation under the State Work- 
men’s Compensation Act. During the 
trial no one admitted hearing any 
Several witnesses testified that

fused to award T ’s dependents 
any compensation, and said: 

“The burden is always upon the 
claimant (dependents) to show that 
the injury or death in question arose 
‘out of and in the course of’ the em- 
ployment. The vital, and indeed the 
sole issue here is whether the injury 
arose ‘out of’ the employment. We 
find that the evidence in the present 
case wnolly fails to show, either di- 
rectly or by fair inference, that the 
assault upon T- was directly re- 
lated to the work of his employer.” 

For comparison, see L v. S 
Co., 257 S.W. (2d) 211. Here an em- 
ploye was shot while at his regular 
work by another employe. The man 
was firing at a third employe in a 
dispute over money found on the 
floor. The higher court held that this 
injury did not arise “out of” the em- 
ployment, and said: 

“Where the employe is assaulted or 
shot, not because he is an employe or 
because of his employment, but for 
reasons entirely personal and wholly 
disconnected from his employment, 
the injury in that event does not 
arise out of the employment so as to 
justify the making of an award of 
compensation.” 

Other higher courts have held that 
an employe acts “within the scope of 
his employment” and he is entitled 
to receive compensation for an injury 
sustained: While he is going from 
his regular work to get a drink of

ployer about any matter relating to 
his employer’s business; or while he 
performs any act, although not his 
regular work, intended to benefit his 
employer; or when he is taking a 
fellow employe to his job or work at 
either implied or expressed direction 
of his employer. 


ls a warehouseman obligated to 
safeguard cooling equipment 
against unauthorized tampering? 
According to a late higher court 
decision a warehouseman is obligated 
to use care and diligence to safeguard 
dangerous cooling equipment, includ- 
ing valves, against unauthorized tam- 
pering and operation by third parties. 


For illustration, in H Vv. S 
P Co., 300 Pac. (2d) 473, a suit 
was filed against a warehouseman for 
damage sustained to W ’s stored 


walnuts. An employe of another cus- 
tomer of the warehouseman broke a 
refrigerator valve, releasing ammonia 
gas. 

Since the testimony showed that 
negligence of the warehouseman in 
safeguarding and locking the valve 
against tampering by third parties 
was the proximate cause of the dam- 
age to the stored walnuts, the lower 
court held the warehouseman liable 
to W for damage to his stored 
walnuts amounting to $8,563.75 which 
included “costs.” 

The Supreme Court reversed the 
verdict on aé_ technicality involving 
A State statute provides that 
the sum to be allowed to a party en- 
titled to recover disbursements for 
amounts paid for executing a bond 
shall not exceed 1 per cent of the 
amount of the bond or other obliga- 
tion during each year the same is in 
force. The Supreme Court held that 
hefore W could recover an exact 
amount for damage to his stored wal- 
nuts, it was necessary to determine as 
near as possible the amount of such 
bond during each year that the same 
was in force.
